Seven Amendments 
On Ballot Tuesday 


Texas voters will be going 
to the polls Tuesday to decide 
the fate of seven Amend­ 
ments to the state’s con­ 
stitution. The Legislature 
approved these amencknents 
during its last session. 
Hamlin voters will cast 
their ballots at the Hamlin 
School 
Gymnasium, 
ac­ 
cording to Loyd Burkhart, 
election judge. 
The seven proposed patch­ 
es to the constitution are 
varied, and most would 
change the existing format of 
government. 
Number one on the ballot 
would add to the number of 
judges forming the Court of 
Criminal Appeals from the 
present five to nine members 
and allowing three-judge 
panels to decide cases. Two 
present commissioners (non­ 
voting judges) would be 
elevated to full judgeship and 
Gov. Briscoe could appoint 
two new members, all to 
serve until the 1978 general 
election. 
Proposal 
number 
two 
would add $200 million to the 
fluting authorization of $500 
million in state bonds to 
provide 
loans 
for 
war 
veterans to buy lands. The 
program would also be ex­ 
tended to include Texas 
veterans who served at 
anytime from the start of 
World War II through the 
Vietnam conflict. About $43 
million remains of 
the 
original authorization and 
1,754 applications for loans 
are pending. More than 61,000 
veterans have bought land 
under the program since it 
started. 
Proposed 
amendment 
number three on the ballot 
would tighten the bail bond 
privileges of those indicted 
for felonies. Bail could be 


denied those indicted for a 
felony crime while out on bail 
for a previous felony ac­ 
cusation, or if the second 
alleged felony involved use of 
a deadly weapon. 
Tax exemption would be 
authorized by the Legislature 
to help preserve historical, 
cultural or natural resources 
under proposition four. 
The fifth proposal would 
validate an idea approved by 
law IO years ago but declared 
unconstitutional 
by 
the 
courts. It would permit 
producers of poultry,, live­ 
stock 
or 
other 
raw 
agricultural products, by 
referendum, to establish 
research and 
promotion 
programs financed by a 
small tax on 
products. 
Producers objecting to the 
plan could obtain refunds. 
Electronic fund transfers 
would be permitted for banks 
under proposed amendment 
number six. The idea is 
controversial within the 
banking industry, although 
these interests sponsored the 
legislation. Instead of paying 
by cash or check, the amount 
of a purchase could be 
charged instantly to your 
account at the bank. 
Under 
the 
seventh 
amendment a State Com­ 
mission on Judicial Conduct 
would succeed the present 
Ju d ical 
Q ualifications 
Commission, a move to 
strengthen the agency. Under 
proposal seven, the Supreme 
Court would be authroized to 
issue public as well as private 
reprimands 
of 
judges’ 
misconduct, in addition to 
existing penalties such as 
removal from office. Seven 
Court of Civil Appeals judges 
would sit as a tribunal to 
consider charges against 
other appellate judges.

Agent Girts Tips On 
Care of Peach Trees 


The peach tree borer 
causes heavy damage to 
peach trees in Jones County 
each year, says Jones County 
Agent, Kirby Clayton. Often 
its damage goes undetected 
until the tree begins to die. 
Peach trees should be in­ 
spected new to determine if 
the peach tree borers are 
causing damage and if 
control measures are needed. 
If peach tree borers are 
present there will be large 
masses of gum mixed with 
brown grass or sawdust at the 
base of the trunk. The peach 
tree borer larvae feed in the 
trunk near the ground line. 
Infestations that are allowed 
to continue their damage will 
©ventrally girdle the tree, 
killing it. 
Peach tree borers can be 
controlled during the period 
from Oct. 20 to Nov. 15 with 
an 
application 
of 
par- 
adichlorobenzene 
crystals. 
To prevent injury to the tree, 
care should be taken to make 
sure no crystals are placed in 
direct contact with the trunk, 
says Clayton. 
When applying the crystals 
the soil should be dry, free of 


weeds and leveled one foot 
around 
the 
trunk. 
The 
amount 
of 
paradi- 
chiorobenzene crystals to use 
is based on the size of the 
tree : Use one-half ounce on 2 
to 3 year old trees, three- 
fourths ounce on 4 to 5 year 
old trees and one ounce for 
older trees. 
Place the crystals around 
the tree about 2 inches from 
the trunk and mound clean 
soil 6 inches high around the 
base of the tree covering the 
crystals. 
In late March or early April 
the soil should be raked back 
Irom the trunk of the tree.
